Indeed, so little was known about the eon of 
competition there would be, that it would have 
been unwise to incur much expense, four 
acre*, therefore, of the Society's paddock : con- 
taining twenty-one aires), were sown wilh 
barley and oat*, and the rest was left in couch, 
which, having had il* own way fcr some time, 
had made nearly an Impenetrable defence 
arftainil the plough ebare. The idea, ha 
waa chut the couch would he aunicieotly grown 
to afford a awathe for the mowing machines, 
and the barley and oats a similar one for the 
reipere, and both were left to grow. Thii 
hope was only in pan realised. The barley 
drew, but tbe grass did not oner a crop fit to 
lie mown. Had it been treated in the sams 
way as the bailey — that ii to aay well- manure i 
—the reeull would have bees olherwiae. The 
value of guano, given by Menu. Scott, Hen- 
derson, of Sydney, wae very apparent, over the 
bone-dual, alio pretested to have its value 
tested, for a cereal erop, end Ibis experiment fully 
confirm* the opinion of chemist* concerning 
th« miperlority of nitrogeoou* to phoephatic 
manure* for cereal crape. 

The crop wai heavj , and gave the two of 
Burgees and Key'* machines, exhibited by Sir 
W, Micenliur and Messrs Ainawortk, together 
with Robertson's, of Windsor, a difficult link. 
The land having been left in a rough state, 
• earcely admitted of their travelling acros* the 
furrow*. After adventuring one cut in this 
direction, they all turned, and cut in the direc- 
tion ul tbe lands, where two of the machines 
did excellent work. Robertson's broke down. 
It seems, Indeed, that it was lloberlaoti's 
machine, of Melbourne, that was selected by the 
judges fur trial, and not Roberttioa'a, or 
Windsor, the mistake arising from some error 
in ticketing in Sydney. The Melbaume machine 
was certainly a very promising one. tiir- W- 
Matarlhui's machine had tbe advantage in wiith 
ui cut and in management, and made the best 
work, Messrs. Ain-w«:h were leu forlkintle 
in tic men driring; their machine was quite sen. 
mid got clogged moat frequently. It did good 
work however. The machine* were entered for 
nii.; but did not appear, and as the report e.if 
the prize wae awarded to Messrs. Ainaworth 
einre gir William had only entered hi* machine 
to augment the intereat of the meeting. Aa a 
eerere test of what machine* could do, thia 
•crop we* very good j but in future it would be 
deniable to put a finer flnUh upon the 

f;round, and, fur the mower*, to prepare a 
ncerne in jircftrcneo to a barley or oat crap- 
A comllned reaping and mowing machine made 
fey Messrs, Uorneby and Bon*, England, and 
exhibited also by Messrs. Ainaworth, wis to 
bave been tried cm Tuesday, but owing to an 
accident it was withheld till Wednesday. The 
awatbe falls from tb* kmvee np*n a platform, 
which is ewcpt by radial automaton rake*, being 
left in bunch** for binding in the wake of the 
machine. It ii the peculiarity of this machine 
that these bunches are of Uniterm *Uc notwith- 
standing any difference there may be in the crop, I 
The working of this implement was superlative. 
It went into the plot and acros* the deep furrow* 
without A hitch, managed only by one man, 60 
masterly a performance was never before seen in 
thia colony. 

Hessre. Airuwortb, together with Mr. 
Oilej, hiving volunteered to *how the only 
eteam cultivating apparatus in the colony, their 
offer was gladly accepted by the Society, and a 
plot of couch matted ground beside the barley 
wis **t aside for them. It turned out, how- 
ever, that the first implement of the aer'iaa nsed 
fur such work — a three* lined cultivator — bad 
never been imported, and besides, on caraful 
examination, the ground selected was found to 
have a few hidden Humps. This being ascer- 
tained too late to allow of lend being secured 
elsewhere, tbe only course open wis to wait 
until the mowers had cleaved a bit of Ik* barley 
crop, ro that the rope might be thrown across 
ii. and the cultivator euewn in actios. Thia 
was done on Tuesday ; a email portion wm 
enclosed, but not until several perJoat had gone 
aivsy disappointed. Borne porLian af this dis- 
appointment, arose from 1 filed id** entertained 
by many iLat tbay were to see a plough. The 
synonymous use of the term* jMtntgkiHj and 
cuI/u'Qtivpi when tired in relation to steam 
iiower, ie nol undiTiloijJ here.

The trial of plough* selected at Sydney wa* 
very seliafectory. Many more were selected 
beside* those which came upon the field. The 
competitor* who atiuck furrow* were Measr*. 
Wright, K. A. Ritchie, W. Kitehie, both 
of l'arramatla, and Mr, Lobsey. of Msit- 
land. A quarter of an acre, 01 
tbtreabouia, wa* given to each, to be 
ploughed ia two depths, the furrows being re- 
spectively 6 1 a mi 9 , It. Until the dyn*- 
mometer used tbe Meitlind plough had the 
beet of it, but that instrument ahewei that the 
i'ertematte plough did the same work with let* 
attain upon the horses. The difference between 
1/obsey'e and R. A. Ritchie's draughts in tbe 
light worL is represented by 6 cvu. and ij 
cu ts. ; the deepwork by 101 cwts.ani SJ ewta., 
the 1'arrsmatta plough being lightest in both 
cseea. The plough; distinguished by the judge* 
were alto most success fed in the hands of the 
men who ploughed the matches, While on 
this subject it may be desirable 10 throe; out one 
guiding remark. Those who are ignorant of 
niechnnical law* may suppoje that lecim-o one 
plough is lighter than another the dnughi 
is neceesarily less. The dynamometer snows 
this nol to be the ease. A certain amjunt of 
dead weight is required to give rigidity to the 
parts of the nlough, and la hold the curves 
of (he mould iusrd to iheir duly. A weak 
ilimsy plough will usually etistreM luties 
more than a heavy one, provided the furrn of 
the wedge ia only moderately good, Bid con- 
struction, ccmhined with weight, will oi course 
show iis renult in the sweating skin of the teim. 
Two of the Lumpelilots did not care to abide 
the d r aught t e st. TlietrencbingploughofMr. 
K. A. ltitL hie, and the double furrow pluugh of 
Messrs. Ainswotth attracted a great deal of 
attemion The latter on light land, with thres 
horses, offers many advantages. It will do two 
acres a duy, with one man and one horse leas 
than can be done wilb a couple of two-horse 
ploughs. 

Altogether, the two day* display 'one uay 
Would have sufficed) aHorded. ia spite of some 
hindrances and hilches, which always attend 
these affairs, very good results. Now thst 
the Society has made an eiperimeoi, they well 
know how best to prepare for the number! of 
competitors that are *ure to come forwatd nett 
year. On thai occasion the list of implements 
will oc greater ; and land will be wanted whereon 
to sbew the virtues of hatrows, rollers, teed 
drills, borae hoea, he., at well as ploughs and 
reaping mat bine*. We may expect to see a 
steam tillage apparatus combining all re.-ent 
improvements, and* road traction engine with 
vulcanised Indiarubber wheel tire*.

Of the 104 f timers whose 
returns we have made public, eight wily 
Mate that they rooted (heir cuttings in 
accordance wilh tbe plan first euggejted, we 
believe, by Mr. Melmoth Hall, before planting 
them out j of them, cine planted in October, 
and lw« others not until December, The 
toiifui twu^ht to be obtained by planting 
rooted cuttings couittt in this— that by nutting 
them into the ground as soon as possible after 
*lt danger of exposure to frost shall bave tub* 
tided, they will rhow I Vi em selves nbovc ground, 
and permit Ltie free r*s«g* ot the horse kas 



steadily during the whole of the aumroer 
montbe, end be in the best state to derlr; the 
greatest advantage from the autumn showers. 
Thete canes, there can bo hardly any room (0 
doubt, will yield a tine remunerative erop, fit 
manufacturing within a year from the

date of planting ; whereat if, instead of in 
August or Beptember, rooted plant* be not put 
in until October or later — admitting that there 
it tufflcient moisture lo permit the cuttings to 
be transplanted without injury — the tail will be 
dried up by the nun long before the plants etn 
have grown to any height ; and their growth 
will consequently be checked till rain Lilt. In 
ibis caae, although it may be round desirable to 
cut the canet when *Wt * twelreraonth old, 
tbe yield will be necessarily small ; and if 
unrooted cuttings be planted at thia late period, 
the prebabilitie* ate against the cutting *f * 
crop of any value whatever until tbe second 
season after planting. 

The Uncomplete nature of tbe return* pre- 
cludes us from yet forming a reliable conclusion 
as (o the euperiority of sny particular variety of 
■ etna ; snd we believe, until longer experience 
can be brought to bear upon (ha subject, that it 
will be well for I he farmers to grow alt ihe pro- 
curable varieties. As at present sdvised. we 
think the Euuthon and Chin* the least valuable, 
and tbe purple and black Java the moat 
valuable, for a general crop, On the 
Manning river we observe the China lus 
the preference over every other variety. 
I'robably this is attributable in some 
measure to a lack of the mole approved 
sorts in [llmt district. T-. certainly cannot be 
owing to tbe proved comparatively greater valua 
of thai variety over others now growing in ihe 
tulony; for hitherto there has been no sulfieieni 
eppoiiunily afforded of testing the qualities of 
Ihe different kinds. On the Clarence we Iqarn 
that the purple j* most in vogue; while on the 
Made*} 1 these two varieties are hardly to be mat 
with, and the Fijian kind* ore most ptiied. At 
far as the data supplied enable us to state, the 
number of growers of black Java cane is 4, and 
the average number of canes from each stool of 
that v alit-ty is -to ; of Bourbon or bamboo cane 
grovels tbrrc art 15. the average cities per 
stool 111 : of China cane growers 3!), avenge 
canes 117 ; of purple cane growers 20, average 
can ep 25 ; of ribbon cane growers ti^>, average 
eanea 2\i ; the last, however, It mint be under- 
stood include growers of ihe Fiji ribbon variety 
as well as the common ribbon cane. Upob 
the reported height of the canes we 
can place no reliance, as we cannot doubt 
that in some, If not in many, instance* 
the whcJo growth, E caves and all, has 
been token, instead of the canes only baton the 
lowest adhering gteea leaf, which bj all that 
should have been returned. Nor can w* arrive 
at any tsfe conclusion a* to (he girth of toe 
canct, as, in most case*, but one girth ie given, 
though Uiere ate three or more varieties of 
cane. 

Ko ri.lm tcemi to hare been observed with 
referencci to the distances apart at which ihe 
eanes have been planted ; lbe*e vary from 5 x S 
feet on the Hettinger River, lo 11 x 9 feet on the 
Maclcny, We see that a gentleman who has 
I-: ■- n lecturing on the Clarence River baa been 
tellirg ihe farmers that (hey ought to plant 
5J feet by 2 feet. We think it a pity that tie 
should have begun by finding fault wilb ilie 
plans which bid been recommended for the 
adoption of ihe furmere by men who hive bad 
f.,r more tiqierienise than himself of tbe nature 
ami reouiif metis of the climate and noil 
the distances he advocate* may do 
fir BmuiI™ and Mauritius, perhaps in 
bailurje Si't (it thereabouts, and with 
eriils eihimitd end ttimulated hy guioo, 
nhrrc n crnp of 35 ton* to the acre is 
above Ibe average: hut llity will nut do fur 
thia colony, in latitude 2« or (hereabouts, and 
with virgin mils of ihu richest de script i™, 
where a fvop of more thsn double that 0.1 in- 
llty ikoj Us cunSdentl; expected, Mr. Hall, 
in hia letter publiahenl in Uiit jnurnnt on the 
19th February. 18GB. has same sensible ro- 
marks on Ibis robject, lie aay* : — "Th* 
Quantity of ground allotted to each plant should 
be mndc dependent— 1st. On tbe nature of the 
soil in whkh the carhea are to be grown. The 
richer and moister the land the gteiter should 
be the interval*. 2nd, On the degres of 
temperature to which they are 10 be ox d ,osed- 
The greater tbe average solar light and heat, 
the let* miy be the interval*. Ko greater mis- 
take con well be made than to luppose thxt 
crowded plant* are tonduciv* to heavy returns. 
The conlrsry is the fket/' \Ve are of opinion 
that on tl,e Clarence, and to the south of that 
river, 7x7 ftot will be found the beet dibtances 
it which lo plant (he cone. 

It waa our with and Intention to have pub- 
lished the result of a comparison of the varijus 
degrees rf attention beatowed upon th* cane 
ctil!iv*tion-^i(! for example ; Of early con- 
trasted vtiih late planting of rooted and unrooted 
cutting* — of good contrasted with inditferent 
preparation of ihe toil— of numerous contrasted 
with infrti|uenl ttirriigs of tbe *ail between the 
plant* — of large contrasted with limited area 
for the canrs, and *o forth. But n critic il 
examination convinces us that any auc.h com- 
parison, is virtually imposaibl*, and wo iuve 
been reluctantly compelled to abandon the idea. 
For instance, one firmer return* :—■ " Variety, 
purple ; tutting! rooted , land ploughed twite, 
harrowed and rolled; planted, September ; T 1 7 
feet, bocd five times ; result, IS canes per stool, 
7 feel fcijin nnd til inches In girth." Another 
returns : — " Varietie*, ( Line, ribbon, nnd pur- 
ple ; cuttings, 1-Sth tooted; land ploughed 
onte. hnrioRcd and rolled, and drained; planted 
August, Srpi ember, and Octohsr ; 0 x 6 fjet, 
toed Ihrce times; result, SO canes per stool, 
Bs feet high and 7j itches in girth." 

'ILe Brst— if we nccepl these fiyutcs— slionll 
bait ITU tons or cans lo the acre ; the hit, 37* 
ions ! 

A\'e need go no further to sheiv the entire 
unrtlkbilit} of these return* as exhibiting any- 
tl.ing even remotely approximating to ihe truth 
of (hi- i -'lmttt'l yield. It wis, pefhipt, 
hardly ■ hoped for; another yeir we *iu»U 
no iloubi. tuccted better. In the meantime, as 
an evidence of whit be 5 been done, it i* a must 
InttiesliiiK ah'I important document; but a far 
greater degteo of accuracy is n^eJjci in the 
details, before any companion cm be made be- 
Inetn the rclilivc value of one mode oi cultiva- 
tion Snd iKclher, and before any calculation of 
probable outturn tan be banrdbd. 

While if »re on thii tubjet', we would 
euggcat, for the consideration uf those who 
have the arrangement of these mailers, the ex- 
peditney oT devoting ■ portion of the Botanic 
Gulden reserve to the introduction and growth 
of 11 least one of each of til lb* varietica of can* 
thai are at present cultivated in tkl* colony, or 
tlmt can be obiuined from the adjoiniig coltny 
of Queensland, or from any of the groups of 
island* in Polynesia. It ndgbi be even extended 
fetter, and be made to subserve lbs desired 
ei,d t-t lunching what we WieTe doe* not si 



pelsgo. Such a nomenclature, if not universally 
adopted, would at least serve the useful purpose 
of guiding our growers in their choice af 
ctne, snd preventing their railing into the 
mistake of purchasing, as a new variety, cane 
for planting which, under another name, they 
mty already possess. We had hoped that the 
late lamented Dr. Mc-llor would have supplied 
thii want, idea whom none was better qualified 
both from natural ability and the meant placed 
at hi* disposal by the llauriliiu Government. 
Hut bit death hit left Ibe want unsatisfied, and 
we think something might bs done towards 
supplying it in our own colony and from out 
own

Wo have ieen that an epoch conaiderably 
interior lo Handel'* (L710-fi9), several method <> 
of ascertaining the paces of vibration were 
known to mrn of icience. These, howtTer, 
they do not eeem to have brought to bear on 
practical music ; in any cue no reliable records 
of their having done io have come down to ut 
of an earlier date than the latter part of the last 
century. One exception may be named in the 
case of an cm mint, writer on a ro attic* 
TJr. Smith, Maalet of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, who, about the year 17fi5, ascer- 
tained and recorded the pilch of the organ 
in Trinity Chapel is being 3H8 S B vibra- 
tion a pet lecond for A, - 469 3-S for C. 
Ibii organ doea not ieen ever to have been 
used in combination with orchestral instru- 
ments, and its pitch, therefore, at thia time is 
unimportant — of ittelf, In connection, how- 
ever, with the fact that it ia conaiderably 
lower than that or an existing tuning- fork, laid 
to have belonged t« Handel (which gives 416 
vibraliona per second for A, - 4Q9 I .ft Tor C, it 
deiervee attention, and tend* to inspire confi- 
dence in the authenticity and unaltered condi- 
tion of the latter, — neither of which uf them- 
■elvaa admit of iirefragibta proof. 

Of the pitch in v arietta ytan and placet 
line* the latter part of the last century we 
have abundant and thoroughly reliable evi- 
dence. The following table pteeanta the 
results of various observations made and re- 
corded in the yean and at the plecae named in 
it, by Chladni, Fucher, Opalt, JJiaajrtua, 
Bcheibler, and other eminent acousticians' who

II appears to have experienced uo 
further change till the year 1 931, titer which it 
gradually rose till IBM), whan, by a legislative 
enaciment, it was considerably lowered, and the 
h Diapason Normal " (A at US = C at 5ii), 
identical with that of the Conservatoire inmaj 
rntroduced. The pitch which obtained ia Peril 
immediately before thia enactment baa been, 
howivtr, conaiderably exceeded in altitude by 
thai of other placet ; at many M 460 vibrations 
pel second for A having bean reached ia 
St. I'eieraburg, and even 466 in oa* of the 
orthtftrim in Vienna.

It ia 
much 10 bo j wired that aoiae one would 
tell ue what ■' brilliancy" In music exactly 
mtant. Ii it force, or li it quality- ? Or ia it 
■omtthing compounded of the two ? In 
th* absence of mlormelion, on thia head, let 
ue assume that it (a something desirable— 
say, the uimoit force combined with the beat 
quality that can he got out or each instrument. 
Let ui consider Inwhat nay high pitch ie likely 
to, nr tar, poiiihly contribute to theae. 

Pint for the «rind-in*truments. Of theae 
the majority — the wood instrumenta especially 
—ale of recent lactate, designed, bored, and 
voiced to something like the present pitch. 
Ihey hav, the advantage, therefore, of Wing 
used it or about their normal pitch. Rut 
they are inevitably ofaoaewhat imatler capa- 
city—contain a iharlet column of air — than 
their ptadeceesura of oltier days. That their 
voicing -houia be more "brilliant" on 
thia account is timjily incredible, Of the braai 
inetmmtnti precisely ihe tame may be eaid ; 
with thia addition, — that, given th* same inatru- 
mtntB >nd many of these are not new\ eleva- 
tion of pitch incteaaea the difficulty of reaching 
the exintne noiee, Is it the present elevation 
we have to thank for the all but exnulaion from 
the orchestra oftha mail refined of braes instru- 
ment", the trnmpet, and tho enbatitution for it 

But brilliancy alxmt which we ue talking U 
not "preeminently wen," heard, ia 

wind-mitiumenta. It is f rom t h* violin 
S.m,ly we get (™ we trt told) this accenion 
of ainngtb and eweetness. Aj with the wind- 
mslnimenta, elention of pitch here, El may be 
supposed, be met by alteration ol iiij. The 
new instrument*, of course, will bo ol 
imallar pattern thaw tho olJ, and the old 
will somehow be made to tally with the 
new Not ao. The vielin (and all Its belong- 
mg»; tetemhlei the voice in many thinga, and 
imong them In its having attained perfection 
a very lonu- time ago. The models of three 
tjmtune* ( mce are the models of to-day ; and 
the highest compliment that could be paid 
to a contemporary '■ luthiet " would be to toll 
him that his lust violin might be mistaken fa 



a work of Btiediueriui, who died at the age 
of ninety- ie van, in 1733. The violin docs 
not accommodate Itself to the present pitch by 
any change or model, but by the use of thinner 
strings, ud in the cats of old instruments, by 
internal modification which destroys iti identity, 
and would eeeut likely to diminilh ita reso- 
nance. How thinner atringa and internal modi- 
fication! can increase th* " brilliannjr " of 
violins, supposed to have come perfect from the 
hands of their makers, it a pmule I leave to the 
initiated* 

tut admitting, If only for the sake of jieue, 
thai inch boundless improvement in instru- 
mental performance: has been obtained by tuch 
apparently insufficient and. even deteriorating 
agencies, what is to bt eaid of the effect of the 
present pitch on the voice 7 Our greatest 
performer on the rarest of voieea has had the 
courage to answer the question ia the moat 
decisive and unequivocal manner —fadii non 
rrj-iii— l.y declining to aing at it any longer. 

In a report, with which the present writer 
had a good deal to do, issued by the committee 
appointed by the Council of the Society of Arte, 
on " Uniform Muticsl i'itch," soma ten yeari 
since, It was observed ; — " Some impedimenta 
■land in tho way of ascertainiog directly the 
effects of the present high pitch on the quality 
and probable duration of the voice, A remon- 
strance in respect cf it on the part of a linger 
might be 100 readily interpreted Into a confeaaion 
of weakneaa ; and a premature decay«f physical 
power might be imputed to an artist who 
protested egainet th* gratuitous exertion 
which an extravagantly high pitch obligee 
him to undergo." That which waa indicated 
in thia paragraph es possible or probable has 
coma to pasa. Mr, Siml Keevea did but 
refuse lo do violence any longer to hia voice 
and Us ear, by tinging musk at a pitch ia 
lema caeee nearly a tone higher than that at 
which its composer intended it to be aung— 
" Whan atraixht a barnenme nets* eovirona " him,— 
and a chorus, at even a higher pitch than hat 
yet beta tried among ut, la heard far and 
wide, the burden of which Is that our admir- 
able tenet hat beta overtaken by " a prema- 
ture decay of physics) power," and (to apeak 
plainiyl ii losing hia voice, Mr. Ream 
must have kn*wn (hat the course he wit 
about to take would be followed by ihii 
imputation — as certainly as the head is followed 
by the tail ; and he took it. Having counted 
the coat of hia procedure, he proceeded, ia none 
but s man conscious of hia anility to meet that 
coat Would have dared to proceed. To stop now 
to answer ihia imputation would be the idlest 
wast* of lime and words, The answer indeed 
fifH need an answer), will be better mnu than 
loi'rf; and aung it will be, we may oooffaleBlly 
hope, for mnny years to come, will, until- 
minishfd vigour and, it possible, increased 
refinement. 

It li lo be regretted that so few of bis vocal 
cotemporerica, male or female, ahould have 
dared lo come forward to support Mr. Reevea'i 
protest ;t but it ie not in the least to be 
wondered at, Very young athletei, of what- 
ever kind, never care to huibanti their 
atrength. Not having ascertained its limili, 
Ihcy think it lias none. Athlete* who are no 
longer young may be glad to be spared un- 
necessary trouble, but only on condition that 
nothing ia taid about it. No amount of youth- 
ful freshness, or of manly or womanly vigour, 
would guarantee ita possessor wlio ran the 
risk Mr. Reeves has done, from the charge 
which hat been brought against him. Kew, like 
him, have the courage, or are in the posi- 
tion, to brave it. So the very young aingerl, 
and the ainfrtra who do not wieh to be thought 
oiherwiae than young, however acceptable to 
them change might be, are silent at 10 the, ex- 
isting itate of things. They sing " and make 
no aign." 

But, it may be laid — it haa been laid already 
— *vhat has the public to da with all this? Ho 
long ae wa (the public) at* entertained, what 
ia it to us that the physical powers of Mr. A., 
Mil. B., and Mia* C. art tasked to the utmost, 
that the work which should be pleasant and 
easy I* .from white rer cause) disagreeable and 
difhculifo them, or that their careen in conse- 
quence ue now and then brought to an un- 
timely end ? 

Assuming, for tho take of argument, that the 
public earos at little about th« comfort and wel- 
fare of thoee who minister to iti pleasure si 
tome who profess to represent it would have us 
believe, tl,e public has ut least an interest In 
ihe preservation of its own property. If any- 
thing be public property, it 1* surely the voice 
of * public ainger ; and tfie voice of a 
linger, public or private, will not long 
maintain its atrength or its ajyeetness 
if it be misused— made to do work for 
wb.icb it is until. Jtome was not built in 
a day ; and a linger ia the (often tardy) fruit of 
a long course of cultivation, le It not Colley 
Gibber who accounti for the rarity of actresses 
eminent in youthful parts, in th* all but impoi- 
aibility that a woman ihould acquire skill 
enough to do justice to them, before her yooth 
ii over urd her beauty gone t Sentiment apart, 
it ia difficult to conceive anything in which 
the public could have a deeper intereit than the 
preservation of the instrument— never, alai '. to 
be replaced by another— of on* whom the lun- 
ihine of ita own favour has ripened into thit 
rare product of nalur*, art, and circumstance— a 
greal singer, 

But the publio has an Ltereti cloter than 
any personal interest, in the depression, of 
musical pitch -, musical performance, oil what- 
ever kind, would be not merely facilitated, 
but imnrsvved by it. Not only would vocalists 
And ihe amount of their physical labour 
lightened, nol only might thty hope for a 
prolongation of their artistic career by Sla 
general adoption, but they would inevitably 
sing belter, aa well as more easily and longer, 
tor it. Kvery instrument hai a pitch eipeci- 
elly becoming to il— it which ii answers must 
ratdily to the touch, at tyhiith it yiajjs the 
sweetest, -t jci:^-(sl, and most certain sound. 
And of all initrumetiis, that by which thii 
truth ia moat emphatically asserted is the voice. 
In every voice there is a iiiieh, at which evary 
passage possible to it can be best executed. A 
pillage may be possible to it higher or lower, 
but in the one oaae generally with 4 loss 0 f 
aweetnets, in the other of strength. 

Now, the structure of an artificial instru- 
ment, a violin or an oboe, admlti of very 
coniideraule modification. The body of the 
one may be formed on a different mojol, or 
its airings may be thicker or thinner; the 
pipe or the reed of the other may be shortened 
or contracted to almost any extent ; but the 
human voice, so far as we know its history, has 
been what It is now ■ i.ir , hn had the asms 
limits a* te compaei) from lime immemorial, 
Oul of many rnUliooi of *orjtcmpor*ry biues 
tnd aopranos, we here and there fin d one of 

■taM ItWEutmlislI, ,u>lrunau (I hi vnrt. si 
" »»■ AirrMwa, ulciiliLed, ""^ d.u-FEBi&nL In 
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the former who can touch tie U flat below the 
hast stive, of ihe latter the F above th* treble ; 
among certain races, higher or loerer voices *re 
more or leu numerous than among other* ; 
certain climatea, too, aeem more favourable to 
the production of the on* than of the other j but 
" there ia not the slightest erideno* to justify a 
belief that th* awaga topraso of the nineteenth 
century differ-, or that the average tenor of the 
twentieth century will differ, from the average 
eoprano or tenor of the eighteenth," * 

The progress of music during the last century 
has been chiefly in the direction of inetrumen- 
tal composition and execution. With exceptions, 
icBtgnincent in quantity though not in quality, 
the initrumental music of the seventeenth and 
fitit half of the eighteenth centutlet— 
even Ihtt of Corelli end of Handel— hat 
little more than an historical intereit 
for the average performer or auditor of 
to- day. Hot ao th* vocal music. The Qallo- 
Belgian, Italian, and English matttrt even of 
the sixteenth century, and earlier, are itili not 
only models for students who would write well 
for voices, but their compositions arc atill able 
to give pleaiore to the unlearned and unlearning 
auditor. While, for grandeur in the combina- 
lion, or refinement In tb* sue cession of musical 
sounds, for contrapuntal skill or medolic 
grace, in the double chorus or tb* single 
and eften lelPaupporting air, none, even 
of the giant I who hav* come between 
him and ourttlvet, have turpaiied (should 
it not be asid have equalled r) our 
countryman by adoption, Handel. It will, of 
course, be admitted at once that the inventor of 
tuck passages aa those which abound in the 
werkt of this mighty muter is likely to have 
known how heat lo give effect to them; 1. 1., 
tcAere, in the great eyitem of eounda, to place 
item 10 that they would be heard to the 
best advantage. Assuming even that he 
cared little for th* convenienc* of hit per- 
formers, It is likely at least that he would 
arrange his passages so that they might be, 
moat effectively performed. Now nothing it 
ever as effectively performed at it night be 
the performance of which ie unreasonably 
difficult sad attended with pain to the per- 
formers. It ia certain that a large number of 
Handel's passages, both choral and solo art, 
at the present pitch, unreuoaably difficult, 
and that the performance of them it attended 
with pain, not merely to the performer*, but 
to (he auditors. Who now- ad aye heart with 
pie* sure,*— nay, who, with " ears to hear," 
ever heata without Buffering, that ptaiige, to 
subline in conception, in the Hallelujah 
Chcrui, which ii made by those mcceieive 
iteps on ihe woida " King of kinga f" The 
drums may beat and th* ttf*i may play, the 
organ may roar and the violin bowi scrape— 
'* :i porter le tympan d'un qttinze-vtngia," — 
atill, clem: and compact the Amaxoninn phalanx 
penetrate! the mats, and by dint of a musical 
" system " altogether its own, culminates in a 
a—much nearer to Handel's thn. curs ; while 
the auditar to whom every step of th* ascent 
hie been ae every turn of the icrew to a heretic 
under torture, gaapi out hia joy as the summit 
in not attained, that that much at least of his 
evening', work is over. It \> not at all im- 
probable that Handel liked something, and 
occasionally arrived at something akin to, 
what is now called " brilliancy i' 1 nor it it 
altogether impossible that he may have 
kcown how to give it lo hii com positions, 
when he waited to do 10. I put it to the 
moat enihtuiaslic advocate of high pitch, 
whether, il ibat great to aster had desired to 
add to (he " biilT'-.'cy " of the passage to 
which I have .Uuued by an elevation of pitch, it 
might not have occurred to him to write it a semi- 
tone or even a tone higher V Evidence ia not 
wanting to ihow that he waa acquainted with 
the key* of E flat and E, natural, and alto that 
the inMrumrxialii.il of hie time could play In 
them. Be knew better : and would not have 
risked a passage winch could never be sung 
otherwise than harshly, rarely otherwise than 
out of tune. 

At one of (he earliest meeting* of the com- 
mit lee on Uniform Musical fitch, appointed 
by the Society of Arts, the following resolution 
tvae pasted onanitnoiuly t — " That aa the huis 
of any recommendation of a definite pilch, 
the capabilities and convenience of the human 
voice in singing the composition* of the great 
vocal writers, should be Ihe firat ooasidem- 
tion." Thia resolution was pasted nearly ten 
yeen ago, •• unanimously," by a body deeply 
interested in the subject, and certainly com- 
petent to iliscusa it In all its bearings. They 
subsequently recommended the adoption of 
a certain pitch lower than that obtaining 
then, and, a jortiori. now. Why was it 
not generally adopted ? Or, why wai little 
or nothing done in ihe matter? Why were 
things allowed to go on pretty much as 
before ? 

i'arlty, no doubt, because the necessity for 
any change lias not even yet been ujuuinuutly 
admitted - t but chiefly on account of the very 
great cost of making it. The particular pitch 
recommended by the Society of Arte (C at a to! 
vibrations per second), which had already been 
adopted by a Congress of Muiiciani at Stutt- 
gard, in IB. 1-1, wai, not without proteat, adopted 
by the society, aa a com promise. It was 
thought by some to bt too high, too near to the 
present pitch, lo affard the relief taught in a 
new one. They did not oppose ill recommenda- 
tion, however, because they believed— and the 
belief was shared by many practical imtm- 
mentaliiti— that existing mitmmenta (wind 
inalrumenti moitly) could in most cases be 
adapted to it wilh comparatively Httle cost. 
I'jperlence seems to have justified the proteat, 
ii it hu certainly tier confirmed the belief j 
seiing tbat thn first attempt that bat been mid* 
to realise the intention* of the eociety hat been 
in excees of what their committee recom- 
mended, and thai the attempt haa been carried 
out, not by the alteration of old Inilrntnenti, 
but by th* purchase of new on**, advpted to 
the Vrench " Di.paaon Normal" of 1(59, which 
givra C at 62a vibrations per second. Tula 
attempt, doubtlesa tponeoled ivitli the protest 
of Mr. Sims Hctvta, has been made m two 
chortl and instrumental concerts, tirder (he direc- 
tion of Mr. Joreph Betnby. No musician echo 
was present at the first of these can have failed 
to have been struck by the excellent timirn or 
quality, etpectally ol the eoprano tnd tenor 
voicei, aa well as by a certain air of ess* 
characterising the delivery of all the vocalists, 
principal 01 other. Thit wai lea* appa- 
rent later in the performance than at the 
beginning ; nut because the ear got used to 
It, but beceuse,*' |be temperature toee, ao 
did ihe pitch with.i t; and aa will it always, 
till our public rooms ue better ventilated. 
By the end of the Brit part of the concert It 
was lontewhat higher than that recommended 
by the Society of Arte; by tb* end or the 
lecond part, much higher. The rise was no 
doubt accelerated by the organ, whioh, being 
elevtted tome ten feet above the highest 
pan of the orchestra, luxuriated in a temper- 
* lvr * ** ""J degree! higher, and therefor* 
inevitably kept the lead, in sharpness, of all it* 
brother instruments, Nor are these all the 



disadvantages under which Mr, Bemby'e expe- 
ritntBt has had to be tried, Th* wind-instru- 
ment* — neb of tin a* wire new — war* 
already adapted ta tb* new itate of things. Mot 
to the stringed instruments — all of them old. 
A sudden declension of pitch must tor them 
be af leaded always) with tome loee of sono- 
rity. Instruments of thit class wilt not, at a 
momeit't notice, adapt ttemielvet to a pitch 
other than that to which they hav* been 
long used— or mis-used.* They are animal, 
is well at vegetable, and resent unaccus- 
tomed treatment— new strings, or relaxed 
tension of old, and being mad* lo vibrate 
otherwise than ef yore. But theae and other 
shortcomings notwithstanding. Mr, Barnby's 
experiment vat quit* lunoettrul enough to 
j unify perseverance in It, — with a little modi- 
fication of bit mW«s operandi, 1 venture |o 
think that in hi* choice or a pitch he has 
made a mistake ; that th* French " Diapuon 
Normal" it still too high ; and tbat h* would 
hav* don* better to bare adopted whit I* 
known as the "Theoretical Pitch" (or C tt 
£13 vibrations per second). Could the pitch 
throughout any given performane* be by any 
contrivance maintained, the little difference 
between the two would he of alight practical 
importance ; but ah ascent of nearly a tenti- 
ton* in the course of a concert being not at 
all an unenmmon circumstance, it is advisable 
to start from at low a number of vibration* ae 
may not be poai lively in convenient. 

The theoretical pitch ia so called on account 
or ita having been assumed by almost every 
writer on acoustical science at the true and 
natural one ; originally, no doubt, because of 
the simplicity of the numbers by which it 
expreatoe th* vibrations du* to the tucceiaiv* 
octavee of the lowest audible Bound, these 
numbers being all "power* of two" — S3, 6*, 
1 IS, 260, 61 1, and to on. Whatever attraction 
the simplicity of thia aeries might hav* for a 
theorist,' it could not bt expacted to hav* aay 
for practical musicians, unices tb* numbers 
themselves represented not** apt in musical 
practice ; In other words, a pitch at which "the 
compotitiona of the great vocal writers " might 
be executed effectively with due regard lo " the 
pabilitiea and convenience of the human 
voice." i A pitch may b* too low at well as 
too high; and If it could b* shown that the 
adopitoh of any pitch, however philosophical, 
put tb* average vocalist to a disadvantage in 
executing the compositions of the great vocal 
writers, it would bt a sufficient reason for re- 
jecting it at once. Hut we have seen already — 
supposing the opinion of one of the greatest of 
those great writer! to bo worthy of attention — - 
thit the adoption of a pitch even lower some- 
what than that of 613 vibration 1 per second 
could not entail any inch inconvenience ; act- 
ing that it ia certainly higher than the pitch in 
Knpt&nd in Handel'a time, and a little higher 
even than the highest in Europe a few yean 
after his death— that of Bt. Petersburg, 
which in 1771 waa A 417 = C £00 2-6. 
It is higher, too, than the Parisian 
pilvh of 17 86, i.e., three yens only before 
the death of Heart ; and but a few vibrations 
lower than (lie Viennese pitch, in 1831 — when 
Schubert had been dead aix years, Beethoven 
seven, Weber eight, and Haydn twenty -five, 
when Bchuman had attained the age of 
twenty-four, Mendelssohn twenty-sin. Meyerbeer 
forty-two, and Spohr fifty-one. 1'inslly, it it 
but a few vibrations (practically inappre- 
ciable) Lower than the pitch— if the unanimous 
testimony of innumerable tuning-loth* it worth 
bnj thing — which regulated the Philharmonic 
Society of London from 1813 to \Hi, at 
whose concern many of the beat werks of Men- 
delssohn bad been performed, before the last of 
these yeira, under his direction. Hii brilliant 
carter, a* it well known, was prematurely doted 
only a few years after, in 1 847. It is not too 
much to aay that our laat great oratorio. Hit ink 
was composed wilh reference to a pitch nearly 
identical wilh the theoretical, and, indeed, that 
all ibe great cnmpoieri of the firat half century 
were educated at or about it. 

Th* general adoption of the theoretical or 
any other uniform pitch — for uniformity is 
hardly less to be desired Ibtn depression. — 
may still b* poetpenad for a time. The difTi- 
culties attanding it are very great, and It ia 
nielete t* ignore them; but they are, how- 
ever great, not insupmble. They are diffi- 
culties of detail only, or, to put tb* nutter b 
its limpbtat aspect, ditficulltea of pounds, 
shillings, and pence. Hew ar* th* expenses 
of change to be met? How ia an orohaatral 

fierfemer — generally the worst paid of *U 
iving artist* — to replace a rosily inttrtitnent, 
often all but his only property f It mutt be 
born* in mind too that thit it no Case for bit- 
by-bil reform. The pitch murt be lowered, 
much or little, it once; and it le clear Ibat, 
when the time for doing this arrives, a Tut 
number of existing instruments will have to 
submit la considerable modification, and many 
will be rendered altogether useless. Even 
modification will be costly ; saorinc*, of course, 
much more so. 

But w* have all of us seen greater diiKcuJtiet 
then those tided oni, Let It be shown that 
thia ia no more mere personal question — no 
matter ot convenience to particular performer*, 
great ar small, eld or young— but, on the con- 
trary, 1 queation affecting the pleasure, tnd as 
Handel would have laid, " improvement." of 
all who lav* music, and a* a consequence feel 
kindly towards Its practitioners, and aomahow 
or other, sooner or later— the sooner th* better 
—it will be carried. Where there's a will 
there'* a way,

contended that the revenue would nflt lufTer 
becauie uadv cireuiara are rery proroutive 
sf penny lelteta. Botne foteign countrie* 
have lowered the poHUge on circulaia con- 
siderably heiow what ia charged by Ihe 
Engliih Poit Office. In the Vailed State; 
one penny carries three cireuiara through 
the whole length of the Republic. 
In France, a circular ia carried 
for the temh of a penny even to Algieva, and 
ihe name tariff prevails In Belgium. Mr, 
GfiiTli produced to the Home a circular 
' ■ which was attached the .tampi of twenty- 
Hti countriei, within *a which countries 
iti t 4 , reprtptfl stamp wouiu have carried the 
ducument throughout the length, or breadth of 
the land. The value of the lowest of these 
at amps wae the thirteenth of a penny, and the 
value of the highest was three fattbings. In 
consequence of ihie greater cheapness in the 
foreign postage Mr. Musdella pointed out 
'hat the treaties with European countries* werr 
much more favourable inwards than outward* 
as regards England. Thus it ia cheaper to 
peat a circular from Palermo to Aberdeen than 
from the house of Common* to the Strand, 
and it. was not uncommon for batches of cir- 
culars to be sent to Frankf. rt and Italy in 
order to save twenty or thirty per cent, on 
what it would cost to post them in England. 

The poatsg* on newspapers ia also lowfl 

in some foreign countriei than in England. In 
Belgium the tenth of a penny it eufficisut to 
hank a newspaper, and the time rate hu been 
established in Italy- In France the newspaper 
postage ie th* fifth of a penny, and no mora 
than this I* charged even to Algii r ■. In 
Tuscany, in the Netherlands, in Brazil, and In 
Poritigel, the charm i* one- fourth of a penny, 
and in ciwiiaevland it U one-third of a penny. 
In Ihe I'nited States four ouncee of newspaper 
natter are carried for s halfpenny, ai.d when 
paid fur in advance the charge ie stilt further 
reduced. The consequence Is, titit in the 
year I860, 900,000 ,(KJ0 of newspaper! were 
circulated, or at the rate of 3-t par bead of 
the white population. 

Mr. Guam b estimated that ihe maximum 
lata the revenue would suffer by the reduction 
he proposed could he £300.1100, off ■ net 
pi oft of a million and a half, but he did 
not think there would really prove lo be any 
lota at all. 1 be members of the Government 
did not dispute thia statement, but at ihe 
same lime menliuned that ifc.y bad not 
before ibem any data or calculation* whereby 
tin j- could conGrra them. They moved and 
carried " the previoui fluestion," not with a 
view of discouraging the proposed reform, 
but eimply to allow the natter to he fairly 
inquired into. Mv. Hun, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer of the lata Government, stated 
that although he wae avers* to any pre- 
cipitate action in anticipation of the 
proper inquiries, he hed himself com- 
mtneed ihoaa inquiries, and was pressing 
the metier on the attention of the Post 
Office euihoriiies when the removal of his 

Early from office took the matter out of bis 
ands. The present Government has honourably 
pledged itself to look closely into the question, 
and to make the proposed reduction if inquiry 
should ihow it could te done with advantage 
to the country. But as it it done in other 
countries, and done without any aerious loss 
to tbf-ir revenues— countries, too, of leas com- 
mercial activity than England, with smaller 
population, with fawet railways, and with 
smaller facilities for the cheap transit of mail 
mailer, the presumption i* that it can be done 
in England, not only with equal ease and 
prcflt. but with greater. We may aspect, 
therefore, before long the great work 
initiated by Bir Kowlaiitj Hili will 
be carried forward another step, and 
that In the mother-country the Poet Office 
will be mad* lo give greater aid than at 
pre.ent lo trad* and joumaliam. 

In applying the experience of other counlriee

There ia, how- 
ever, a medium between the charge of a penny 
mid a gratuitous distribution, nnd some interme- 
ninte charge seems to be the prevalent custtno 
bulb oo the Continent of Kurope and in the 
Vritei Stales. It Is a plan which mediiten 
to some extent between the views of contend- 
ing parties, whttV, et Ihe seme lime, it alio 
ko^s far to satisfy beth. Yot a very lighl 
iWge bsB almost Ihe benefit of no charge 
nl all, while the very large business thet ia 
concenlralcit gives an appreciable relurn even 
on the froct.tm of a penny tor each 
acrion. 



T"F fact* assoi-ioled with the social or eco- 
t t mical history of the wheat crop in England 
nfltitd exceedingly inte renting, not to lay itn- 
[■■ rnr\ msterisls tor study. It is a subject 
we in thrse coloniee may study with advan- 
tage, seeing that, if the population of Great 
Htitain continues to Increase in the present 
mi io, and the consumption per head of wheat 
dues not decrease, Ihe foreign import in ten 
ysATP will reach two million! of quarters more 
than ihe present average demand ; that ia to 
my, len million quarters will be required; 
■rd in iwenly jeers no leas thao twelve 
millions of qusrlers must be drawn from 
foreign fields. In one generation more the 
imports will bo greater than the home growth, 
.liould that remain at the point now reached, 
and those who have considered this contingent 
slale of dependency arc not at all alarmed 
about it. Wheat, which forms the gnat staple 
of thr food of civilised man outside the tropics, 
occupies, of all cereals, the widest region suited 
to iti cultivation. Within thia region those 
who are engaged officially or innfflciall; Lt 
locking to the national food-supply of the 
future, point with assurance to a rich extent of 
uniry which has not yet been brought into 
cultivation, or which, having been disturbed by 
ihe ploughshare, has not yet been etimuLated 
into production by the railway. The Aus- 
tralia* are within thia region, arid doubtless 
wiJl supply some portion of the home demand 
when what may be termed the geographical 
duty of distance ia reduced, ai it will be, by 
impioved modes of communication, lt is per- 
lispx improbable that we shall have ao 
large a share in supplying this huge deficiency 
al California, which promises from the harvest 
now ripening to expor' two millions of quarters 
of rthrai to England alone; but we are sure 
to be sufficiently interested in the nutter lo 
make it worth our while to look at some of 
the influences which affect the deficiency, a. A 
the extent to which they do so affect it. 

Statistical inquirte* are riling in favour. 
IVople who objected to them as unnecessary 
and troublesome are beginning to find that 
they ar* only in th* nature of good house- 
keeping, where they affect the food sup- 
plies of a people, and those who favour 
the exerciee of prudent foresight cannot 
cuneistently withhold their admiration. It 
is Evident enough that w thout some 
periodical taking of stock the family may 
ba pinched when there i* no need for it, 
and in con tine* tlj laviih when the greatest 
frugality should be observed. The first 
itatiflical returns of the crops proved friendly 
io the poor, who were tuflering, as the 
facts of out-door relief prove, an unnecessary 
pressure in consequence of a false supposition 
tespecting the dimensions of the foreign surplus 
srd Ihe home supply. The foreign (apply, 
«1 eh lisd been represented « exbaiuted b; 
(he enoimou* imparts of th* first six month- 
of the harvest y«ar— that i», from September 
to September,— continued with v*ry little 
diminution lo ila close. For the second half, 
one or two million quarter* only were ex. 
petted, but the effect produced by thin impres- 
lion lasted oelv until the official return.*, were 
published, when th* true state of the case 
wss known, and the price fell fuUy twenty 
ehillinga per quarter. 

Price, *• we alt know, exert* a protective in. 
line r,ce cm the products of labour. When they 
are pcsrce, move ia demanded for them, and a 
check ia put upon their nee. Thia is the case 
wilh bread. Mr. Caibd give* us *ome 
interesting data on this point. Ten per 
cent- of additional price on the wheat 
crop, he, aayi, diminishes the consump 
lion by one per cent. ; and a* the price of 
breed be* risen GO per cent,, he reckons the 
saving at five per c*nt., or a little over 
one hundred thousand quarter* on the total 
consumption. It must be considered surpris- 
ing that so great a rise in price aa *0 per 
cent, only affected the consumption to the 
extent of one twentieth ; but the fact suftl 
ciently confirms the opinion of eminent atatis 
titian*. that ihe consumption of wh*at is mora 
conalant than that of any other material— bread 
being the eheet-awebor of the family — "thy 
bread and thy water shall be sure," 

There are aome circaroeUneea connected 
with a comparison of the crops of 1661 and 
186S worthy of notice. The high price which 
was gained by the bad wheat crop of 19(37 
stimulated the growth of wheat to such I 
degree, in 1868, a* to throw speculator* silo 
gelher out of their calc illation*. Without th* 
Summsiy of the Agricultural Returns which 
appeared in September, an impression we 
have shewn ta hare acted most unhappily upon 
the poor, respecting a scarcity , would have con 
lii.tted 1 unaltered through the winter. It turned 
out, however, that while the beneficent aeaaon 
had added two nrUUona of quarter* to th* pro 
duce of an average crop- the increased act*' 
age under wheat swelled that addition by 
1,200,000 quarters more. There entered 
into the calculation also another element not 
usually allowed a place In harvnat estimate* 
—that Is to ray. increased substance or weight 
of the crop, being fully equal to one-tweaty- 
fiftb of the entire crop.
